That is to ſay, Muskets, Carbines, Bird⸗ 
ing oꝛ Fowling Pieces, Piſtols, Swoꝛd and 
Napier Blades, Hilts fo: SWozds, Na⸗ 
piers, oꝛ Daggers, Bandaliers, Pike⸗ heads, 
Halbert-heads and Shapes, Jron, Armoz., 
Saddles, Bzidle⸗bits, Snaffles, Stirrups, 
Holſters, and Powder: Pꝛovided, that no 
perſon oꝛ perſons do dig within the Houſes 02 
Lands of any perſon oꝛ perſons of this Com- 
monwealth foꝛ the finding of Salt-peeter, noꝛ 
do take theCarriages of any perſon oꝛ perſons 
foꝛ the carrying of their Materials oz UeCſ- 
ſels, without their leave firſt obtained and 
had: Pꝛovided mozeover, that the Pꝛice of 
Powder at the Times, Havens and Pla⸗ 
ces, when and Where it (hail be Bought, 
Shipped oꝛ Laden, do not exceed Five pounds 
the hundꝛed weight, And that the ſaid Cu⸗ 
ſtom fo2 the Arms and other Commodities 
laſt mentioned, be as followeth ; viz.
